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Co/rtaiously monitoring 
current levels of current 
entering a circuit during 
operation of the circuit: 




Determining if current 
levels remain at or 
below preset levels 





Shutting the circuit down 
when the current levels 
reach a preset values. 



Indicating that the circuit 
is experiencing and 
overload. 



Continuing to sample the 
levels of current being 
supplied to the circuit. . 



Determining when the 
current levels of the 
current being supplied to 
the circuit have fallen to 
acceptable levels. 



Resetting the circuit to 
accept current for 
operation after 
determining the current 
levels have fallen to 
acceptable levels.
